"(Ms. Coutu) has refused to sign off on the form 
certifying that funds are available per Town Meeting vote 
until after the Finance Committee (FinCom) reviews this 
on Monday night, despite the fact that funds are available 
and this is beyond the scope of her authority," Ms. Parker 
wrote. "This is harassment of Ms. McCombe, who has 
been an employee of the Town of Rochester for over seven 
years and has consistently received good evaluations. I 
formally request that a letter of reprimand be placed in 
Ms. Coutu's personnel folder for exceeding the authority 
of her position of Town Accountant and harassment of 
this employee." 

Ms. Parker said she was concerned that both Ms. 
Coutu and the FinCom were attempting to influence the 
hiring of said employee, which is not under their purview. 
"The Personnel Board signed off on the position, the 
Board of Selectmen approved the hiring," Ms. Parker said. 
"The Finance Committee is not a policy-making board ... 
(and) the Town Accountant shouldn't be making policy 
decisions. (Ms. McCombe) is extremely upset about this." 

Ms. Coutu, who was meeting with the FinCom in 
another room, was asked to come before the board to 
discuss this further. She explained that when Ms. Parker 
first informed her of her intention to increase Ms. 
McCombe to over 20 hours a week in lieu of hiring a

replacement for the retiring Helena Brown, she suggested 
it might be a better idea to make it a temporary position 
and not "permanent part-time." 

"The Personnel Board never actually took a vote, 
it was discussed with the chairman," Ms. Coutu said. "I 
told Ms. Parker I would sign the Personnel Action Form 
(PAP) after reviewing the position with the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) ... we were waiting for their recom- 
mendation." 

Selectman Laboa questioned the need for FinCom 
approval when the hiring already had the endorsement of 
both the Personnel Board and Board of Selectmen. 

"They were voting on making it a benefited 
position," Ms. Coutu explained, adding that although Ms. 
McCombe may not be taking advantage of the benefits 
which come with the job, that expense still needed to be 
budgeted for the future. 

But both Selectman Nunes and Selectman Laboa 
expressed concerns over the fact that apparently the 
Personnel Board hadn't rendered a formal decision on the 
matter and Ms. Parker had only received verbal approval 
from the Personnel Board Chairman. 

"When I'm told the Personnel Board signed off on 
something, I expect it to be approved by the whole 
board," Selectman Laboa said. "If there's a problem with 
the procedure of the Personnel Board, I would want to 
hear from them after they've discussed it at a meeting." 

Selectman Nunes also didn't imderstand why an

assistant Town Clerk's position would be working more 
hours than the elected Town Clerk — a trend that is 
becoming all-too-common in the Rochester Town Hall. 

"You have an elected Treasurer, Town Clerk, and 
Tax Collector," Selectman Nimes said. "To me, if your 
assistant works more hours than you (and) gets paid more 
than the elected official — it's crazy. When you have an 
assistant making more than an elected official, that's when 
you should start considering making the elected position 
full-time. I'd rather have the elected official work 40 hours 
and not have (an assistant)." 

Be that as it may, the board agreed to await a 
formal recommendation from the Personnel Board and 
FinCom on the hiring of Ms. McCombe before they 
proceeded with signing off on the "permanent part-time" 
slot. 

There being no further matters to discuss in Open 
Session, they unanimously voted to go into Executive 
Session at 7:44 pm to discuss a matter involving an 
alleged criminal act by a town employee. They would 
thereafter adjourn for the evening.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
witat icind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small, relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a coclcatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

His return to town was cause for rejoicing for his 
family and his multitude of friends. For him, each day's enjoy- 
ment in being home again was a gift to be cherished.

the recent holiday season are backed by major credit card 
companies such as Visa and Mastercard. Such gift cards 
have become increasingly popular but come with a 
variety of hidden service fees. Most of these cards include 
dormancy fees that kick in when the card is imused for a 
period of 6 to 12 months. 

"These companies are charging anywhere from 
$1.50 to $2 per month when the card goes unused for a 
period of time," Representative Straus said. "This is unfair 
to consumers because it reduces the value of the actual 
gift amount and therefore allows retailers to earn more 
money on the original purchase." Eventually the dollar 
value of such gift cards is completely wiped out by these 
fees. 

Representative Straus' bill seeks to add three 
credit-backed gift cards to the recently-passed Massachu- 
setts gift certificate law, which lengthens the validity of 
store gift cards and certificates to seven years. In doing 
this, the companies that produce these credit-backed cards 
will no longer be able to charge excessive fees to 
cardholders. 

"This bill closes a loophole by including credit- 
backed gift cards to the recently-passed gift certificate 
law," Representative Straus said. "It only seems fair that 
consumers holding these t5^es of gift cards should be 
able to redeem them for the full value." 

Representative Straus has been very active in the 
Legislature on consumer protection matters. He is the 
original sponsor and author of Massachusetts'

Center School Registration 

Registration for all children entering Kindergar- 
ten and new children entering Grade One in September of 
2004 will take place on Tuesday, February 3 from 8:45 to 
11:00 am and from 3:15 to 6:30 pm in the cafetorium at 
Old Hammondtown School in Mattapoisett. Registration 
is for parents only. 

Any child born in the year 1999 is eligible for 
enrollment in Kindergarten. Any child born in the year 
1998 is eligible for enrollment in Grade One. The Old 
Rochester Regional School District last year adopted a 
new age entrance date for incoming Kindergarten stu- 
dents.

• DPT - five doses unless the fourth dose is given 
after the fourth birthday; 

• Oral Sabin Polio Vaccine - four doses unless the 
third dose is given after the fourth birthday; 

• Measles, Mumps, Rubella (MMR) - first dose is 
given on or after the first birthday, and second dose must

Pay Marion Taxes Online 

Marion Town Clerk/ Treasurer /Tax Collector 
Debra Blanchette recently announced that Marion 
taxpayers will now be able to utilize a new, convenient 
and secure method to pay their tax bills via the Internet. 

There is now a link on the Town of Marion's 
webpage (www.townofmarion.org) which will allow 
taxpayers to utilize the so-called "e-bill" system to pay 
their third quarter real estate and personal property taxes 
online. There is no signup cost, the system allows taxpay- 
ers to make an electronic bank transaction via credit card, 
debit card, or a withdrawal from checking or savings 
account and, best of all, this feature is accessible 24 hours 
a day! 

Marion taxpayers can now simply click on the "e- 
bill" link on the Marion homepage, register and make a 
payment. Those who opt for an electronic banking 
withdrawal (savings or checking) will only be charged a 
25-cent fee. Those who opt to make a credit/debit card 
payment will be charged an average 3 percent fee for the 
transaction — a service fee which is charged by the 
credit /debit card companies. 

Ms. Blanchette said she inquired about providing 
this option to taxpayers and decided to take advantage of 
it. "I thought it would be another convenient option for 
taxpayers to make payments," she said. "I'm sure people 
who are accustomed to using the Internet will be more 
inclined to use it.

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Fish Tales

Big Fish. Starring Ewan McGregor and Albert 
Finney. Directed by Tim Burton. Running time: 
1^' 125 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Big Fish is the sort of autumnal, eligiac tearjerker you expect 
from a director in his sixties, not from Tim Burton, who's forty-five. 
It may be a little too early in his career for glowing odes to the 
power of storytelling — its transportive magic, its warming and 
benign delusions. That said, I enjoyed Big Fish more than any film 
Burton has been involved with since maybe Nightmare Before 
Christmas. Working from Daniel Wallace's slim, anecdotal novel 
(adapted by John August), Burton allows himself clearer, purer 
access to emotion than ever before. He actually pays attention to 
"normal" characters this time, integrating them seamlessly with 
the misfits that have always been his stock in trade. 

This is also the rare tearjerker that may inspire debate after- 
ward. The main character, Edward Bloom, played in old age by 
Albert Finney and by Ewan McGregor as a young man, regales 
anyone who'll listen with outlandish tales of his life. There are 
skeptics in the fikn, including Edward's grown son Will (Billy 
Crudup), who wishes his father had told him something real about 
himself just once. What we see in flashbacks, as Burton faithfully 
dramatizes Edward's stories, is most likely at odds with what 
actually happened — or is it? Is this the story of a sad, self-deluded 
man who told whoppers to make his life more interesting, or the 
story of a man with a wild imagination who simply created a world 
he wanted to live in? Burton obviously leans towards the latter. 

We follow young Edward in his travels — to a carnival, 
accompanied by a giant (Matthew McGrory); to a suspiciously 
idyllic town called Spectre, which may or may not be Heaven itself; 
to the Korean War, where he meets a Siamese-twin singing act. 
These colorful yarns — acted by McGregor with his trademark 
shining grin and disregard of irony — are contrasted with latter- 
day scenes of the dying Edward in his sickbed, attended by his 
adoring wife Sandra (Jessica Lange in a somewhat thankless role — 




Burton seldom pays much attention to women in his work) and 
badgered by Will into telling the truth. But it becomes apparent 
that Edward's stories are his truth. 

A plotless compendium of tall tales, with many differently- 
bodied people to detain the camera eye. Big Fish comes close to 
being Tim Burton In A Nutshell. Whatever manic gothic energy 
distinguished his early films {Fee-wee's Big Adventure, Beetlejiiice, 
parts of Batman) is gone, replaced by smooth, unobtrusive film- 
making, as if Burton had finally developed the patience to let a 
movie unfold (to be fair, 1994's Ed Wood pointed towards a new, 
mature style for him). Edward's stories ramble, and so the movie 
does, too. Helena Bonham Carter, who I'm beginning to think does 
her warmest work for Burton (she was the humanistic heart of his 
Planet of the Apes remix), turns up in two roles, as a one-eyed witch 
(whose glass eye tells you how you're going to die) and as a native 
of Spectre who benefits from Edward's generosity. It's typical of 
the movie that it never quite tells us whether the two characters are 
really the same person. 

In his travels, Edward bumps into the likes of Danny DeVito 
(as a carny barker) and Steve Buscemi (as a poet whose work is 
eternally "in progress"). Really, pretty much everyone Edward 
meets is a kind of storyteller, or a character out of a fairytale. Are 
they real? The final scene tells us but doesn't tell us. After a career 
of literal-minded ghoulies and phantasms, Tim Burton has discov- 
ered ambiguity. The filmmaking shows the assured control of a 
master summing up his filmography at the twilight of his career, 
which may be why I balk at Burton doing something like this at age 
forty-five. I'd hate to think there isn't more where this comes from.

9. The Magdalene Sisters. Perfectly pitched drama about 
unfairly detained girls suffering under the sexist dictates of mid- 
1900s Irish Catholicism; a true-life horror story given further 
power by our knowledge that it went on imtil the 1990s. 

8. Bad Santa. I laughed heartily and often at this cheerfully 
scuzzy, decidedly not-for-kids anti-holiday comedy, featuring 
Billy Bob Thornton in one of the great shabby performances as a 
drunken safecracker who learns the true meaning of Christmas. 
This deserves to be shelved alongside Scrooged on your mantle 
next December. 




7. A Mighty Wind. Christopher Guest's gentlest 
mockumentary goes further than he ever has before into the com- 
plexities and subtleties of his farcical characters. Eugene Levy 
comes through with a performance that's either hilarious or de- 
pressing — you can't decide which, and eventually you stop try- 
ing to pin it down. 

6. Kill Bill — Vol. 1. This is everything Quentin Tarantino 
loves about B-movies thrown into a blender — and we still 
haven't seen Vol. 2 yet. In a role written lovingly for her, Uma 
Thurman steps up and takes the screen like a lioness. 

5. May. A delicately written answer to both Carrie and Fran- 
kenstein, with its own oddball pulse and brave work by lead 
actress Angela Bettis that I'd stack up against most any actress 
who's about to be nominated. Writer-director Lucky McKee is a 
talent to watch. 

4. Mystic River. A downbeat meditation on guilt and loss 
and shattered innocence, expertly modulated by director Clint 
Eastwood and writer Brian Helgeland. Sean Perm is getting all 
the kudos (rightly so), but don't overlook Tim Robbins as the 
movie's true wounded heart. 
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3. Lost in Translation. Bill Murray is the greatest of all ac- 
tors — or at least you might be convinced he is after seeing his 
quiet symphony of ennui and tentative hope herein. The movie 
is no less a triumph for director Sofia Coppola, who has made a 
more affecting film than her virtuoso father has managed in too 
many years. 

2. Irreversible. The first 45 minutes are understandably no- 
torious — a grotesque murder and an endless rape scene — but 
the real shock of this tale-told-backwards is how it reverses itself 
into peace and tenderness while losing none of its force. A major 
gauntlet thrown down by French director Caspar Noe, whose 
mastery over his material is exhilarating and absolute. 

1. American Splendor. This multi-tiered portrait of comics 
writer Harvey Pekar (played brilliantly by Paul Giamatti) skips 
so lightly over the divides of genre — is it a biopic? a documen- 
tary? — that it seems to blast through and stake its own unruly 
territory while proving that movies can still bring surprise and 
invention to the party.

Section 
5 (a), " Odd/Even Day Outdoor Watering" , by deleting the current wording and inserting in its 
place, "Outdoor Watering is permitted only on certain days of the week to be specified in the 
declaration of a State of Water Supply Conservation and public notice thereof". 

Article 8 18: Amend the Town of Marion Zoning By-law, section 8.12, "Inclusionary Housing", as 
enacted by the Special Town Meeting on April 29, 2003 and approved by the Attorney General on 
August 15, 2003, by adding the following language as the last sentence at the end of paragraph 
12(a):

Article S 20: Amend the Zoning By-law by deleting in its entirety Section 
9.10 and substituting the following therefore: 

9.10 Procedures and Decision 

1 . Uses As of Right 

For uses "as of right" the Planning Board shall provide notice of 
its decision on major and minor site plans to the applicant within sixty 
(60) days of its receipt of the application. That period may be extended 
by written request of the applicant. The decision of the Planning Board 
shall be based on a majority of those present and shall be in writing. 
The Building Commissioner shall not issue a building permit without the 
written approval of the site plan by the Planning Board unless sixty 
(60) days have elapsed from the date of the submittal of the site plan 
without action taken by the Planning Board. 

2 . Uses Available by Special Permit 
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For special permits the Planning Board shall provide notice of its 
decision to the special permit granting authority within forty-five (45) 
days of its receipt of the application. That period may be extended by 
written request of the applicant. The decision of the Planning Board 
shall be based on a majority of those present and shall be in writing. 
The Building Commissioner shall not issue a building permit without the 
written approval of the site plan by the Planning Board unless forty- 
five (45) days have elapsed from the date of the submittal of the site 
plan without action taken by the Planning Board; however no site plan 
review shall be required for single family or two family uses. Where the 
Planning Board approves a site plan with conditions, and amendments is 
subject to a special permit, the conditions imposed by the Planning 
Board shall be incorporated into the issuance, if any, of a special 
permit by said granting authority. 

3 . Decision 

The Planning Board may make the following determinations with 
regard to a site plan: 

a. The Planning Board shall approve an application if it finds 
that the proposed development is in conformance with this bylaw, 
after considering whether the proposed plan will comply, to the 
extent feasible, with the standards set forth in section 9.4. In 
granting approval of an application, the Planning Board may impose 
conditions, limitations and safeguards that shall be in writing 
and shall be a part of the approval; or 

b. The Planning Board may reject a site plan for the reasons 
set forth in section 9.3. 

In the event the Planning Board approves a site plan application 
under these provisions, any construction, reconstruction, substantial 
exterior alteration, or addition shall be built or altered in conformity 
with any conditions, modifications and restrictions the board shall have 
made in its findings and determination and as set forth in the 
application and site plan. 

No permit, or any extension, modification, or renewal thereof 
issued pursuant to this section shall take effect until the town clerk 
certifies that twenty (20) days have elapsed and no appeal has been 
filed, or that such appeal has been dismissed or denied. 

4 . Minor Changes to Approved Plan 

Minor changes to the approved site plan may be submitted to the 
Building Commissioner for approval. All requests for minor changes 
shall, within one (1) business day of receipt, be referred to the 
Planning Board and at its next regular meeting shall evaluate the 
proposed changes against its previous findings to determine if it is 
major or minor. The Planning Board shall advise the building 
Commissioner of its decision within two (2) business days of that 
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meeting. If the change is determined to be minor by the Planning Board, 
the Building Commissioner is authorized to either approve or to 
disapprove the change. If the change is determined to be major by the 
Planning Board , resubmission of an application for Site Plan Review and 
Approval under Section 9 shall be required. 

5. Duration 

The approval of a site plan application, or modification or 
amendment thereof, shall remain effective for a period of two (2) years 
from the date of filing the decision with the Town Clerk, unless prior 
to the expiration of the two (2) year period, the applicant makes 
substantial efforts to construct or develop in accordance with the 
approved site plan, or upon a written request from the applicant, the 
planning board votes to extend the time period for a period not to 
exceed one ( 1 ) additional year. 

6. If use permit required 

A Site Plan Review and Approval decision shall not constitute a 
special permit where such special permit is required to establish or 
undertake a use . 

7 . Appeals 

Persons aggrieved by a site plan review decision may appeal to the 
Board of Appeals pursuant to Section 2.3.2 and M.G.L. chapter 40A, 
Section 15.
